Tbe name of Leopold of Hohen-Zol 
tern is unmentioned. The Kingship of 
. Spain is forgotted. Prim, Serrano, and 
Espartero may give up the office of 
King-maker for atime. Europe has more 
important work dg: land.. Leopold was 
the brand to set fire to the faggots col 
lected by Prussia and France, and bas 
been immortalized by setting al] Europe 
in a blaze, and blaze it will until the com- 
dastible elementa are consumed. There 
‘is no way to stop it except by rivers of 
human blood. The romored treaty ‘be- 
tween France and Prussia bas frightened 
Belgium iotoasking England and Rus- 
sia to garrison her towns. The Prus- 
sians on one eide tnd the French on the 
other most vehemently deny-being the 
author of the ‘treaty. Olliricr says 
Bismarck proposed it and tho Emperor 
rejected the proposition ; whilst Bismarck 
says the treaty is, in Beruadotte’s hand- 
writing. ‘It is. more than likely that 
France and Prussia were alike equally 
* ‘goncerned in the preparing of the treaty, 
avd now it is paraded before tlie ‘world 
by Prussia tolextite English feeling in 
favor of Belgium and consequently 
egainst France. The time apparently 
was not ripe to catry out tho terms of the 
treaty ; but the willingness of the parties 
thereto to divide the spoil can scarcely 
be doubted, notwithstanding their protes- 
tations to- the | contrary the treaty bas 
Operated as a semiinterlude. The spee- 
tators were diverted a moment whilst 
the principle actors were shifting the 
scenes.

But wheir re- 
eent successfal registance of the French 
attacking force at Saarbruck shows that 
every foot of grouad on the frontier will 
be first stubbornly contested +by them 
before retiring tojthe Rhine. The road 
to Coblentz, ‘oh the: line of the 
Moselle, appears t0 be the sim of the 
French, and the fight at. Saarbruck, 
where the Prossians were teported to be 
massed in grevt force, was evidently to 
farther that object. The Prussians are 
apperently posted in such vast numbers 
between the frontiér and the Rhine, that 
an advance is a difficult undertaking for 
the French. The entrance of the Prus- 
sians into France|below Bale, in Swit- 
zerland, can scarcely be interpreted to 
be more than a faid, for it is difficult to 
gee what the Prussian army can effect 
away from their main force on the Saar. 
“Baden, opposite the French side of the 
Rhine, is evidently lined with soldiers, 
bat it does not seein to be a weak point, 
the Rhine being te good ‘a natural bar- 
rier for both sides.) The continuvus land

This 
accounts for the bandwriting being by Berna- 
notte, who gave notice of the proposed treaty 
to tne Emperor’s government at the time, but 
the|/ proposition was promptly rejected. Ber- 
nadotte adds that the King ot Prussia was not 
favorable to Bismarck’s plan.
